CHINESE BLOWS U 


Vessel Carrying Refugees 
From War Zone Sinks 
Near Shanghai—Fewer 


Than 700 Aboard It Re- 
ported Rescued.

SHANGHAI, . Dec. 4 (AP)— 
More than 3000 Chinese fleeing 
war-torn central China were be- 
lieved today to have perished 
when an overloaded ship exploded 
and sank just outside of Shanghai. 

An estimated 4000 refugees were 
aboard the small vessel—the China 
Merchant Steamship Co.’s 2099- 
ton Kiangya—when it blew up 
amidshif Jate last night and sank 
within a few minutes near the 
mouth of the Yangtze river. 

Rescue craft bringing survivors 
to Shanghai during the day were 
reported to have picked up fewer 
fhan 700. Some sources reported 
no more than 400 survived. 

(If the death toll is confirmed, 
it will be the worst marine dis- 
aster in modern history. The loss 
would be about twice the 1517 who 
perished when the Titanic hit an 
iceberg and went down in 1912.) 

First Exodus Disaster. 

It was the first major disaster 
in the frenzied exodus from 
Shanghai and Nanking. Both 
cities are menaced b, Chinese 
Communist armies now engaged 
in critical — possibly decisive — 
battles less than 200 miles north- 
west of Nanking. 

The steamship had sailed from 
Shanghai en route to, Ningpo 
(Ninghsien), about 200 miles south 
of here. It was jammed with 
Shanghai and Nanking residents 
attempting to reach the relative 
safety of Chekiang province. 

A company spokesman said the

sengers. ‘He added, however, that 
thousands of refugees had 
swarmed aboard on each of the 
ship’s trips in recent weeks despite 
efforts to hold a safety limit. 

The spokesman said the vessel 
had carried at least 4000 passen- 
gers on each of its previous trips, 
and that there were at least that 
many aboard this time- 

Tremendous Explosion. 

Survivors, some of whom were 
injured, reported that the ship 
went down shortly after a tre- 
mendous explosion. One survivor 
said it might have been sabotage, 
because he noticed two junks pass- 
ing the stern of the ship a few 
minutes earlier. 

He said they might have a

Many of the victims were be- 
lieved to have been trapped below 
decks, 

Survivors said those aboard the 
vessel had finished an early din- 
ner and many were sleeping in 
passageways and on decks of the 
jam-packed ship when the explo- 
sion occurred. 

Panic Sweeps Vessel. 

Panic swept the vesse] as it 

sank, The ship was thrown into 
darkness by the blast, and passen- 
gers fought each other in 2 
screaming rush to leave the ves- 
sel. Hundreds jumped into the 
sea. 
The company spokesman said 
rescue work still was proceeding 
late today, but this was interpret- 
ed to mean chiefly the recovering 
of bodies. 

Shanghai dock workers blamed 
the overloading of the Kiangya on 
a scheme frequently used by the 
Chinese. Those already aboard 
throw their tickets to friends on 
the wharf, and the friends then 
come aboard.

NORFOLK, Va., Dec. 4 (AP)— 
President Truman today called 
the historic battleship Missouri 
not only a symbol of America’s 
might in war, “but a symbol of 
might in peace.” 

Standing on the deck of the 
warship where the Japanese 
signed surrender papers in 1945, 


Truman told a gathering of high- 
ranking Navy officiais and other 
guests that “this is a great day 
for me.” 

The President took partjin the 
presentation of a 281-piece silver 
service to the battleship which is 
named for his.home state. 

After the ceremony the Chief 
Executive called reporters around 
him and said: 

“IT want to make a statement to 
you fellows. 

“Some smart aleck who poses 
as a spokesman for the Navy said 
the Missouri was going to be 
taken out of commission. 

Ship to Stay in Service. 

“The Missouri will not be taken 
out of commission. I want to 
make that as strong as I can 
make it and I am speaking as the 
President of the United States.” 

Truman apparently was refer- 
ring to a story in a Washington 
paper yesterday, saying that the 
45,000-ton “Mighty Mo” would be 
put in the reserve fleet, 

The Navy denied that yesterday, 
but Secretary of the Navy Sulli- 
van, standing at Truman’s side 
today, said that apparently the 
denial had not received any at- 
tention. 

The set of silver service was a 
gift to the battleship from the 
people of the State of Missouri. 
The State Legislature appropriat- 
ed’ $10,000 to pay for it. 

Truman and his party arrived 
here shortly after noon after an 
overnight cruise from Washington 
aboard the presidential yacht, Wil- 
liamsburg. 

A canopy covered the Missouri’s 
surrender deck at the brief cere- 
mony. 

Great Day for Truman. 

In closing the brief ceremony, 
Truman said it was a great day for 
him because: 

“I was present in New York 
when my daughter, Margaret, 
broke the champagne bottle and 
named it. 

“I was President when it was 
decided the Missouri would be the 
place of surrender for the Jap- 
anese,” : 

The President recalled also that 
he traveled back to the United 
States from Brazil on the “Mighty 
Mo” after the Inter-American Con- 
ference at Rio de Janeiro in 1947. 

Then he declared that the Mis- 
souri “is not only a symbol of 
might in war, but a symbol of 
might in peace.”

Approximatley 150 children at 
tthe State Training School for 
Feeblé-Minded Children, Bellefon- 
taine and Hall roads, St. Louis 
county, have received no educa- 
tional training this school year 
because the St. Louis Board of 


and property when the state took 
over the .institution last July, it 
was learned today. 

During the years the city oper-- 
ated the training school, the board 
provided nine teachers and a part- 
time principal, besides desks, 
chairs, books and reading lamps. 
The children were taught voca- 
tional and formal academic sub- 
jects. 

With the advent of the present 
school year in September, how- 
ever, the institution found itself 
without instructors or equipment. 
The School Board had removed 
the desks, chairs and other ma- 
terials and transferred the teach- 
ers elsewhere. 

Dr. A. A. Hines, training school 
superintendent, is pinning his 
hopes on an emergency appropri- 
ation by the State Legislature to 
permit classes to be resumed 
early next year. 

Samuel Marsh, director of the 
State Department of Public 
Health and Welfare, said: “When 
we took over the training school 
it wasn’t represented to us that 
the Board of Education had any 
property in it. 

“Apparently the Legislature 
didn’t know about this either, be- 
cause its appropriation was in- 
sufficient to cover the cost ‘of 
running the school under these 
conditions. 

“I made a special request to the 
St. Louis School Board to give us 
the property so we could con- 
tinue the classes, but we were 
turned down. I had to write to 
Superintendent Philip M. Hickey 
twice before I got an answer. I 
believe he said the schools needed 
the equipment elsewhere.” 

Marsh said he also made an 
attempt to get the St. Louis teach- 
ers to continue for a temporary 
period at the school under a con- 
tractual arrangement with the 
state but this, too, failed. 

“The question of having teach- 
ers really wasn’t too important, 
when it was discovered that all 
the property was being removed,” 
he said, .“You can’t hold classes 
on a bare floor.” 

Superintendent Hickey was out 
of the city today, but a spokes- 
man for the Board of Education 
said the state officials were in- 
formed last May that the transfer 
of the institution from the city 
would sever all of the board’s con- 
nections. 

The following passage in a 
letter, dated May 20, 1948 from 
Hickey to Marsh was quoted: “I 
am assuming that you have been 
told by your legal counsel that the 
transfer of the institution to the 
jurisdiction of the State of Mis- 
souri will remove us from the 
operation of the school, 

“We shall be pleased to be noti- 
fied to this effect at the earliest 
possible date so we may remove 
our materials from the institution 
and notify our personnel of their 
transfer to other positions at the 
Close of the school year.” “ 

The school board spokesman 
said Marsh never replied to the: 
letter. 

Marsh said he only recalled the 
letter vaguely but felt certain he 
made some reply, since he and 
Hickey later discussed the situa- 
tion through several exchanges of 
correspondence. 

AS8ked how Hickey’s letter, tell- 
ing of the board’s intention to 
remove property, fit with his 
statement that the state had re- 
ceived no such notification, Marsh 
Pointed out the letter was sent 
in May, more than a month after 
the State Legislature approved the 
transfer and made its appropri- 
ation. 

“I’m sure this is the first time 
we were notified that the proper- 
ty in the school belonged to the 
Board of Education,” the state of- 
ficial said. “If it had been owned 
by the city, it would have passed 
to us by the transfer.” 

To get classes started again at 
the school as soon as possible, the 
Legislature will be asked to appro- 
priate $28,000 for teachers’ salaries 
and equipment when it recon- 
venes in January. There are 525 
children at the institution but less 
than onethird are capable of re- 
ceiving educational training.

UITY'S HOSPITALS 
SHORT OF HELP, 
SAYS. CAULFIELD 


‘Not. Filling Vacancies 
When They Occur.

Director of Publie Welfare Hen- 
ry S. Caulfield today criticized a 
suggestion by Civil Service Com- 
missioner Albert E. Schoenbeck 
that the city’s working force be 
reduced by not filling vacancies 
as they occur. 


He said he felt obliged to com- 
ment on Schoenbeck’s proposal be- 
cause the Department of Public 
Welfare has the largest number 
of employes in the city’s service, 
3984 of the 7852 empioyes on the 
city payroll. Caulfield stated that 
of 52 employes who quit in his 
department during the preceding 
month 41 were in the Hospital Di- 
vision. 

“It is unnecessary to labor the 
devastating effects of pursuing a 
policy of leaving vacancies open 
in the hospitals which are already 
suffering from the acute shortage 
of nurses, attendants and other 
trained help,” Caulfield said. 


Koch Hospital Cited. 

Because Koch Hospital is short 
85 employes, two divisions with 
180 beds must remain closed, he 
pointed out. “Many tuberculars 
must be denied admittance and 
are forced to stay home or go to 
City Hospital or Homer G. Phil- 
lips Hospital,” he said. 

There is a shortage of 16 gradu- 
ate nurses at City Hospital at this 
time and a shortage of 31 at Ho- 
mer G. Phillips Hospital, Caulfield 
added. 

“If Mr. Schoenbeck; his associ- 
ates or assistants can show us 
where we can dispense with help 
in our hospitals and other institu- 
‘tions, we shall be eternally grate- 
ful,” Caulfield said. “Up to now, 
our gravest personnel problem in 
recent years has been to keep our 
institutions staffed at what we 
thought was an irreducible mini- 
mum for proper care and treat- 
ment of the patients and. in- 
mates.” 

Caulfield also criticized a state- 
ment by Schoenbeck which 
charged lack of co-operation on 
the part of municipal depart- 
heads in assisting the Personnel 
Director in finding and labeling 
non-essential jobs. 

He said that the Personnel Di- 
rector had found few non-essential 
jobs a year ago when there were 
8500 employes on the city payroll.

RADIANT-HEATED 
HIGHWAY DRY AND 
WARM AFTER SNOW 


Anti-Freeze Solution ‘Works 
Beautifully’ in Test 
in Oregon. 


KLAMATH FALLS, Ore., Dec, 4 
(AP) — Oregon’s radiant-heated 


highway had its first test yester- 
day and came out dry and warm, 

Snow piled down heavily in 14- 
degree temperature. The highway’s 
temperature was 62 degrees. O. 
Roy Kennen, resident engineer for 
the State Highway Department, 
said the heating system was 
“working beautifully.” 

The state installed pipes carry- 
ing a heated anti-freeze solution 
in the pavement to prevent ac- 
cumulation of ice and snow along 
a grade at the north entrance to 
the city. Believed to be the first 
application of radiant heating 
principles to a public road, the ex- 
periment has-aroused wide inter- 
est in engineering circles. 

The anti-freeze solution is heat- 
ed in a natural hot-water well. It 
leaves the well at 136 degrees and 
returns at 84. 

The heated stretch is on a new 
section of United States Highway 
97, not yet opened to travel.

ish Resolution to Set Up 

3-Nation Conciliation 

Commission. 

PARIS, Dec. 4 (AP)—The much- 
amended British proposal for con- 
ciliation in Palestine was approved 
today in the United Nations Po- 
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litical Committee, but the Margin 


was far too narrow to assure its 
adoption by the General Assembly. 

The 58nation committee ap- 
proved the resolution as a whole 
by a vote of 25 to 21, with nine 
abstentions and three members 
marked absent. A two-thirds ma- 
jority of those present and voting 
is necessary for approval in the 
General Assembly. 

The resolution, as adopted by 
the committee, places selection of 
a three-nation Palestine concilia- 
tion commission in the hands of 
the Big Five powers—the United 
States, Russia, Britain, France 
and China. This commission would 
n¢t be bound .by the U.N.’s 1947 
partition plan or the Bernadotte 
report in fixing boundaries of 
Israel and Arab Palestine. 

In other U.N. action, the 14-na- 
tion Steering Committee voted to 
adjourn the present General As- 
semply session by the night of 
Dec} 11-12, and Political Commit- 
tee No, 2 adopted a resolution urg- 
ing the Big Five on the Security 
Council to use their veto power 
sparingly. 

Slavs Vote With Arabs. 

Russia and 
voted agdinst the Palestine con- 
ciliation resolution, apparently be- 
cause they opposed the way in 
which the three-nation commis- 
sion would be chosen. Canada 
proposed that the Big Five name 
the commission, but the Soviet 
bloc favored selection by the Se- 
curity Council where the big pow- 
er veto prevails. As set up under 
the Canadian amendment, the Big 
Five will operate as a subcommit- 
tee of the Political Committee.

1. The films came _ into 
Chatmbers’s possession at a 
time he was considering quit- 
ting the Communist party.

“Russian hands.” 

4. The films were put in the 
pumpkin “not very long ago.” 

The paper said that, when 
Chambers was asked why he 
put the films in the pumpkin, 
he replied: ‘Well, we are away 
from home quite a bit, and I 
had them in the house and I 
didn’t know but that Commu- 
nists might pay us a visit while 
we were away and try to get 
them, so I secreted them in the 
pumpkin.”

The Bullitt telegram was labeled 
“strictly confidential for the Secre- 
tary.” A notation said it “must be 
closely paraphrased before being 
communicated to anyone.” . 

Welles told a reporter today he 
couldn't even guess now at the 
nature of a note he might have 
sent the German Ambassador 11 
years ago. Nor, he said, could he 
say how important it might have 
been. Welles said he had no idea 
who could have slipped the docu- 
ment out of the State Department. 

Where the films have been for 
the last 10 years, Stripling didn’t 
say. "Nor was he willing to guess 
why Chambers never produced 
them on his own. That is some- 
thing to be developed at the hear- 
ing, he said. 

Chambers testified at the com- 
mittee’s spy hearings last sum- 
mer that he was in the under- 
ground for several years before 
breaking with the Reds in 1938.

BERLIN, Dec. 4 (UP) — The 
Russians stepped up their cam- 
paign today to cripple tomorrow’s 
municipal elections by ordering 
west Berliners who work in the 
Soviet zone to report for work 
through the polling period. 

The Soviet order affecting 150,- 
000 potential voters capped, a 
drive ef threats, intimidation and 
agitation against the election of 
98 assemblymen in western Ber- 
lin. The Communists boycotted 
the election and refused to enter 
candidates. No voting will be 
permitted in the Soviet sector of 
the city. 

The issue at the polls was clear- 
cut—-Western democracy against 
eastern Communism. - All local 
questions and inter-party dis- 
putes were overshadowed by the 
basic issue of ideology in this 
blockadedand partitioned city. 

Ballots will be available at 1450 
polling booths in the American, 
British and French sectors. The 
voters will have a choice of the 
slates of three non-Communist 
parties contesting for the Assem- 
bly seats. 

Size of Vote Significant. 

Unlike the recent American 
elections, interest was negligible 
in the candidates themselves. By 
general agreement the size of the 
vote was the thing to watch. 

The political experts and the 
Western military governments 
would interpret a big vote—some- 
where between 65 and 90 per cent 
of the estimated 1,683,000 eligible 
voters—as a setback for Commu- 
nism and the Soviet occupation 
forces. 

The vote was expected to run 
well over 1,000,000. The voters will 
ballot for 98 representatives in the 
Assembly which will spearhead 
the opposition to the Communist 
puppet city administration set up 
last Tuesday in the Soviet sector. 

American, British and French 
troops and military police will be 
on a standby basis. Col. R. A.

Moving South,

NANKING, Dec. 4 (AP) — 
Chinese nationalist and Commu- 
nist armies are fighting south of 
Suchow in a new battle which may 
determine China’s fate. 

Five Communist columns under 
Gen. Chen Yi eased their pressure 
on the government’s new Hwai 
river defense line, 100 miles north- 
west of Nanking, and headed 
north against the three Nationa)l- 
ist army groups that abandoned 
Suchow Wednesday. Other Com- 
munist forces already have met 
the Nationalists, 

(The Chinese Communist radio 
said the Suchow garrison troops 
were fleeing westward, after be- 
ing beaten only 10 miles south of 
the big Nationalist base. The 
broadcast, heard in. San Francis- 
co, said the three army groups 
had suffered “thousands of casual- 
ties!” The Reds are in “hot pur- 
suit,” the radio added.) 

Chen Yi’s force was estimated at 
150,000. Three other col- 


engaged the 250,000-man Suchow 
garrison about 30 miles south of 
the big base. 

In addition to those Communist 
forces, two other columns were re# 
ported approaching the battle 
scene from the east. Thus, it ap- 
peared the three government army 
groups — constituting the core of 
Chiang Kai-shek’s strength in east 
mene —are considerably outnum- 

ered. 


Troops Supplied by Air. 

Government hopes for a victory 
hinge mainly on an effort by the 
encircled Twelfth Army group to 
break through Red columns in the 
Suhsien sector and join the Su- 
chow armies. After eight days of 
encirclement, the Twelfth was re- 
ported under artillery fire and 
fighting Communist night at- 
tacks, Short of food and ammu- 
nition, the Twelfth is being sup- 
plied by air drops. 


The government, while it Is 
bringing up more troops from its 
central China base of Hankow, 
does not seem to have the man- 
power to drive north ftom the 
Hwai to the relief of the trapped 
forces. 


Nevertheless, for the first time 
in days, there was considerable 
optimism in official Nanking cir- 
cles.

Mr. Butter Replies 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


The St. Louis Post-Dispatch’s editorial, 
“Mr. Butter’s Fake Fairness,” stated 
among other things that “when marga- 
rine comes out naturally yellow, it has 
to be bleached because of unfair laws 
which the dairy industry has lobbied 
onto,the statute books.” The editorial 
later states that “the American Butter 
Institute is making no friends by this 
double dealing.” 


It has always been my belief that 


your newspaper has attempted to pre- 


sent to its readers factual and accurate 
information. It is with this thought of 
fairness in mind that I am writing you 
to present facts to which you refer in 
your editorial. 


There has been much adroit but none- 
theless erroneous propaganda spread by 
the margarine interests that has led 
many to believe that margarine made 
from cottonseed and soybean oil is nat- 
urally yellow. Nothing could be further 
from the truth. 


* * * 


The unbleached, refined cottonseed and 
soybean oils in their liquid state are 
naturally tan in color. Since these oils 
must be solidified in order to make 
them acceptable as a spread, certain 
chemical changes must be made in the 
oils. A process known as hydrogenation 
is used. This chemical action causes the 
cottonseed and soybean oils to lose their 
tannish color. The soybean oil when 
solidified becomes a bluish-green and 
the cottonseed oil becomes a tattle-tale 
gray. Therefore the manufacturers of 
margarine in an effort to prevent blue- 
green or gray color in their product 
bleach the oils before use. 


These facts have been presented to 
the United States Congress in hearings 
before the House Agriculture Commit- 
tee and the Senate Finance Committee. 
They have been substantiated by inde- 
pendent research done at the Armour 
Research Foundation of the Illinois In- 
stitute of Technology. 


The consumer has a vested interest in 
the color of the ‘product she buys. His- 
torically, butter is recognized by color 
and taste. Butter is naturally yellow. 
True, at some seasons of the year but- 
ter is less yellow than at others. Color 
is added to provide uniformity through- 
out the year. But when color is added 
to butter it is not for the purpose of 
making it look like something else. 

Through the use of artificial butter 
flavoring and the use of preservatives 
_ the margarine manufacturers have been 
able to partially imitate butter’s nat- 
ural flavor.

The Federal Food and Drug Admin-- 


istration has this ‘to say in regard to 
color used in orange drinks: 


“Evidence has developed that the sale 
of diluted orange juice drinks such as 
orange-ades and similar beverages, which 
through the Use of artificial color, sim- 
ulate orange juice, is operating to de- 
celve the consumer as to the identity 
of the article. The department has 
reached the conclusion that such fin- 
ished beverages and the concentrates or 
beverage bases from which they are pre- 
pared, cofitaining yellow artificial color 
are adulterated under the Food and 
Drug Act in a manner which cannot be 
corrected by any form of labelling... .” 
This notice was sent to the trade on 
Nov. 15, 1935. A recent spokesman for 
the Food and Drug Administration stated 
that the addition of artificial color to an 
orange drink constitutes a fundamental 
form of adulteration which cannot be 
cured by any label. 

What a striking parallel this has with 
the present case in question. The con- 
sumer has a real interest in preserving 
her right to differentiate between but- 
ter and margarine. Butter is identified 
by its natural yellow color and must re- 
main so for the protection of all con- 
sumers against possible fraud. Millions 
of the consumers demand butter and 
are entitled to the- right to identify it 
properly.

Banning the manufacture and sale of 
yellow margarine provides the consumer 
with the tools for protection- against 
fraud—it permits the removal of taxes 
and license fees on margarine and makes 
available to the consumer margarine in 
its most economical form. Now is the 
time for all to admit that the marga- 
rine interests’ only desire is to com- 
pletely imitate butter and that all the 
propaganda they previously peddled to 
the consumer expressing a desire to rid 
the consumer of so-called “burdensome 
taxes was intentional subterfuge. 

In conclusion, the American Butter 
Institute is not “double dealing,” as you 


request. We shall attempt to bring these 
facts to the attention of the housewife, 
who, in the final analysis, will be the

In Place of the “Lug” 

The Civil Service Commission's. reprimand of 
City Counselor George Stemmler for collecting 
political contributions again calls attention to a 
basic problem in American democracy: the high 
cost of running for public office. 

If a man hopes to call attention to his candi- 
dacy, he must buy radio time, publish advertise- 
ments, rent halls, travel in his district; and cover 
it with posters, handbills and sample ballots. 
Where a great many voters must be reached, the 
legitimate cost of a campaign represents a size- 
able part of the salary of the office at stake. In 
the case of the presidency, it soars far, far above 
that amount. And this money is lost if the office 
is not won. Ma 

Only men of means ean afford to take such a 
chance personally. The majority of office- 
seekers depend on party campaign funds. This 
money comes, in part at least, from office- 
holders and those employed under them. These 
people. have a direct stake in the election results. 
Hence the “lug.” 

Under: the merit system, an effort has been 
made to eliminate such political contributions by 
public employes. Quite properly, it is felt that 
public jobs should not depend on money paid 
willingly or unwillingly. The possible abuses are 
obvious. Carried to the extreme, the “Ivg” 
means that governmental positions are virtually 
bought and sold. 

Much attention also has been given to the pos- 
sible corruption of pzrties and: administrations 
by men of wealth, by well-financed pressure 
groups, and by out-and-out graft. Charles Taft, 
uncle of the man who now bears this distin- 
guished name, contributed more than $200,000 
to one of William Howard Taft’s presidential 
campaign funds so that his brother might be as 
free as possible from obligation and influence. 
Few big contributors, however, are so altruistic. 

The Goulds, Havemeyers, Insulls, Vares, Pews 
and Tweeds have caused corrupt practices acts 
to be adopted. Limits have been set on cam- 
paign contributions and expenditures. Public 
accountings have been demanded. 

Third parties and reform groups have tried to 
finance campaigns with small contributions, by 
charging admission to their rallies and by simi- 
lar devices. But even the Bull Moose party in 
1912 received almost 50 per cent of its funds 
from four men. Only 17 per cent came in gifts 
of $1000 or under. Twelve years later, Old Bob 
LaFollette was able to raise only half of his 
modest campaign fund in gifts of $100 or less. 

The trouble is that in trying to guard against 
the “lug” and also against big contributions for 
which favors are expected, not enough thought 
has been given to the hard fact that it does cost 
money to persuade the voters to mark their bal- 
lots. Until the American people grapple with 
this problem, they will be less than fair to can- 
didates, and the temptation to abuses. will 

remain. 

In his congressional message of December 
1907, President Theodore Roosevelt suggested 
that the problem might be solved by payment 
from the public treasury of “the proper and 
legitimate expenses” of political campaigns. His 
advice, repeated from time to time by others, 
has gone unheeded in the United States. 

France, however, has met the issue in its pres- 
ent constitution. Posters, circulars and the like 
are printed and mailed at public expense for all 
candidates. To avoid abuse of this system, the 
various parties must put up a bond of 20,000 
francs fon each candidate. If the candidate gets 
more than 3 per cent of the votes cast in his dis- 
trict, the money is returned. 

Perhaps a better plan than the French one 
may be devised. But sooner or later the prob- 
lem also must be met in this country—and on the 
local as well as the national level. Of this, the 
Stemmler case is one more reminder.

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Congress Should Try Again 

Congress ought to keep trying to make its 
own budget estimates, as Representative Mon- 
roney suggests, instead of giving up, as Repre- 
sentative Cannon proposes, after the feeble ef- 
forts that have been made. 

James Bryce pointed out 60 years ago in his 
“American Commonwealth” ‘that the United 
States wastes millions of dollars annually 
through the loose methods used by Congress 
in controlling the income and outgo of money. 

In the intervening years, virtually nothing 
has been done to improve the system. The re- 
form which was introduced in the 1947 reorgani- 
zation act, of which Mr. Monroney was co-author, 
will not be achieved in practice overnight, but 
it is worth long and repeated striving. As Mr. 
Monroney observes, the committees need a com- 
plete staff of budget experts working year- 
round. Until Congress has tackled budget- 
making as a year-round job, it can hardly be 
said to have given the reform a fair trial. 

It would be important enough at any time to 
conserve the nation’s funds by practical. budg- 
eting methods in Congress. It is particularly 
important now, when the United States needs 
to make every dollar count. This country’s 
costly and far-flung foreign policy, is endangered 
by every waste of public funds. Business-like 
budgeting, furthermore, is the alternative to the 
meat-ax reductions in appropriation which the 
Eightieth -Congress did under the leadership 
of Representative Taber. 

For these very good reasons, Congress owes 
the country a longer and more strénuous effort 
to budget its income and expenditures.

The in- 
quiry, he says, “would have a very salutary ef- 
fect.”

Freebooting in the Senate 


It was unfair when a member of Grant’s cabi- 


net said to Henry Adams, “You can’t use tact . 


with a Congressman. A Congressman is a hog. 
You must take a stick and hit bim on the snout.” 
But there is just enough truth in it to be un- 

rtable. It is true, for instance, that if one 
or more Senators want to prevent a vote by hog- 
ging the floor, their colleagues lack a big enough 


stick to apply to their snouts, and the result is a 


filibuster. 


Senator Vandenberg lifts a small stick. He 
proposes a 90 per cent vote be allowed to inh- 
voke cloture—limitation of debate—on any mo- 
tion or bill involving national emergency legis- 
lation. This is not as drastic as the proposal to 
invoke cloture by majority vote instead of the 
present two thirds. It is more effective than the 
present cloture rule, which applies only to bills 
and not to motions and is so ineffective that it 
has been employed only four times in 31 years. 


Filibusters have been used most dramatically 
in recent years against progressive racial legisla- 
tion, but they have been used also against all 
sorts of measures—a currency bill, a rivers and 
harbors bill, a ship purchase bill, anti-trust legis- 
lation, repeal of a silver purchase law, and two 
historic measures which cloture succeeded in 
bringing to a vote: The Treaty of Versailles and 
the World Court. Huey Long filibustered single- 
hanced for 15 hours once, talkifg continuously 
except for a 10-minute respite through a quorum 
call. Robert M. La Follette Sr. single-handedly 
held the Senate in session for almost two days. 
In the longest*filibuster of ail, 46 business days 


were consumed, in 1893, and in 1915 two filibus- ° 


ters consumed 55 days. 


Since it now costs at least $22,000 a day to 
run the Senate, priicipaily in salaries and the 
printing of the Congressional Record, a repeti- 
tion of either of these major performances would 
cost the taxpayers upwards of $1,000,000. The 
heaviest loss, however, is not in money; it is in 
forward-looking legislation defeated or’ discour- 
aged from being suggested in the first place. 


The filibuster has been called “legislative, 
piracy.” That is what it is in name—the word 
comes from the Spanish for “freebooter’—and 
it is piracy in more than name only. Senators 
are reluctant to relinquish it because of what 
they deem their senatorial prerogatives. Between 
piracy and prerogatives, it ought to be possible 
to strike a middle course. Filibuster reform 
ought to get unfilibustered consideration. — 
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Oh Happy Land! 


Hidden away in the lush hills and vales of 
the mighty Hindu Kush mountains lies the 
almost unknown Kingdom of Swat. To this 4000- 
mile square spot in the far Northwestern 
reaches of Pakistan goes Robert Trumbull! of the 
New York Tjmes. He reports that it “is an 
oasis of peac®é.” 


He finds that the grandson of the almost 
legendary Akhund of Swat, a “grizzled 66-year- 
old nabob” known as the Wali, or absolute ruler 
of the prosperous little country, rules with an 
iron hand over his 500,000 subjects. Although 
illiterate, he has his secretary spend part of 
every day translating to him news broadcasts 
from several countries. 
the Wali’s views on world affairs “are broad 
and well informed.” 

This is well proved by the Wali’s own words 
on the Communist expansion: “The loss of China 
to the Communists would be a threat to all Asia. 
I should not mind the Communists taking all my 
money, but they would also take me away and 
torture and kill my subjects.” 

Edward Lear, in his famous lines, asked: ““Who, 
or why, or which, or ‘what, is the Akhund of 
Swat?” And George Thomas Lanigan asked: 
What’s the news from Swat?” Summing up 
and answering on the face of all this, it appears 
that the Akhund of Swat’s grandson is not at all 
stupid, even if he is illiterate, and that the 
Kingdom of Swat “were Paradise enow.” 
Certainly any doubts could be resolved by dis- 
creet inquiry in Czechoslovakia.

There Are Other Killers 


If only*money were needed to bring forth a 
cure for cancer that disease might well be 
stricken from the list of those to worry about. 
Just now funds are being raised right and left 
for cancer research. The latest example is that 
of 21 New York housewives who are collecting 
$154,000 for the purpose in memory of a friend. 
More sensational instances are the Babe Ruth 
fund and the Damon Runyon fund. 

Death by cancer seems to have an especially 
deep emotional impact on the friends of its vic- 
tims. No doubt, fear of the disease also plays 
its part. Naturally, the battle against this killer 
should be pressed to the utmost. 

But there are other killers, too, abOut which 
medical science needs to learn much more than 
it now knows. With the possible exception of 
polio, however, many of these are rather neg- 
lected so far as public support for research is 
concerned. For one reason or another, they do 
not stir the emotions as cancer does. 

The medical schools and the large research 
foundations, of course, do not allocate their 
funds on an emotional basis. The fact remains, 
however, that many a battle for better health is 
handicapped by lack of funds. This is all the 
more to be regretted because some of these re- 
search projects actually offer more hope of early 
results than do cancer laboratories. Also, there 
is always the possibility that the key to cancer 
may be found by some scientist who has not 
made it the primary object of his search. 

How much better it would be if a general re- 
search fund could be established on a national 
or regional basis. Individuals could make their 
contributions to it, and the funds could be dis- 
tributed by a qualified board according to need. 
Under such a plan, cancer research certainly 
would not be neglected, but the fight against 
other diseases also would be pushed. 

This would be sensible giving. _ It would be in 
line with the policy adopted by most of the out- 
standing universities of the United States—the 
policy of refusing gifts with strings attached 
while encouraging gifts to be used according to 
the discretion of their administrations.

Progress in Profit Sharing 


The Mirror 
of 


Public Opinion 


Though sharing business earnings with rank-and-file -workers is 
old, it has taken a new spurt during and since the war; economic 
survey organization finds the device in about one plant in 9; some 
pay off in cash but retirement pensions are becoming more popular.

The idea of sharing profits with workers 
is as old as the factory system. With each 
upswing in the business cycle many new 
plans are started. This growth has been 
especially pronounced since the beginning 
of World War II, 


Profit-sharing plans are divided into two 
general classifications. Under the older 
type, the profits are paid in cash at regu- 
lar intervals. Under the second type, the 
employes’ share of the profits is deposited 
in an irrevocable trust, and the employes 
or their beneficiaries do not actually re- 
ceive their shares until some time in the 
future—termination of employment, dis- 
ability, retirement, or death. 


* Events of the past decade have stimu- 
lated the growth of profit sharing and 
have been instrumental in changing the 
structure of the plans, Of primary signifi- 
cance was the action of the Federal Gov- 
ernment in determining the conditions 
under which new profit-sharing plans 
could operate during the war. With wages 
and salaries largely frozen, employers 
often looked upon profit sharing as a 
means of supplementing the employes’ 
basic compensation. 


w 
An Incentive to Workers 


Profit-sharing plans are more prevalent 
in the small and medium-sized establish- 
ments where the worker may be in a bet- 
ter position to see the connection between 
his actions and the profitableness of the 
enterprise. 

The purposes which have led employers 
to adopt profit-sharing plans are varied. 
Belief in the principle was the underlying 
reason for adopting the earliest plans and 
it still continues to be a prime objective. 
Another objective of profit sharing fre- 
quently mentioned is to create more har- 
monious employer-employe relations. 


One objective of profit sharing which has 
become increasingly prominent in recent 
years is to provide workers with greater 
economic security. Underlying all these 


plans is the hope that profit sharing will © 


encourage greater employe effort and co- 
operation and raise worker morale, 

One of the most significant developments 
in the profit-sharing movement in recent 
years has been the growth of the deferred- 
distribution plans. In the present survey, 
100 out of 167 active plans, or 60 per cent, 
are of this type. 


Growing Tolerance by Unions 


Employers with active profit-sharing 
plans have been pleased with their opera- 
tion. Advantages most frequently men- 
tioned are improvement in employer- 
employe relations, increased interest in the 
business, improved efficiency, and lowered 
turnover. 

Dissatisfaction with the operation of 
their profit-sharing plans is reported by 
approximately a third of the companies. 


_The largest single group of complaints con- 


sists. of unsatisfactory employe attitudes, 
such as. taking the plan for granted, or not 
seeing the connection between their own 
efforts and the profitableness of the busi- 
ness. — be

have been inaugurated at the request of 
unions. So far very few profit-sharing plans 
have been incorporated in union agree- 
ments (8 per cent), 


Of the 67 companies that gave informa- 
tion on payments under profit sharing, over 
half of those with current-distribution 
plans gave on an average less than 8 per 
cent of the employes’ compensation in 
1946; while over half of the companies with 
deferred-distribution plans gave an aver- 
age of 10 per cent of wages or more. 


Supplement to Social Security 


In spite of government restrictions, 
profit sharing had a strong. appeal from 
the employer’s standpoint during the war. 
With wages and salaries controlled and to 
a large degree frozen, employers were ex- 
ploring all possible avenues to hold their 
own skilled workers and to attract desir- 
able applicants. 


The high tax rate during the war years 
was responsible for the adoption of many 
profit-sharing plans, because both employer 
and employe received material tax advan- 
tages under an approved plan. 


A further impetus has been the changing 
concept of the purpose of profit sharing. 
Until the beginning of World War II, profit 
sharing was looked upon as a supplement 
to the wage structure. As a consequence, 
the employe’s share was distributed in cash 
at regular intervals. 

During the war, many companies adopted 
regular pension plans to supplement the 
federal old-age benefits. Pensions financed 
by a portion of the company’s profits were 
advanced by a number of authorities as a 
means of providing pensions without as- 
suming the obligations of fixed contribu- 
tions required under an actuarially deter- 
mined pension plan. As a result, the profit- 
sharing retirement fund gained recognition 
as one method of handling the company’s 
problem of pensioning the superannuated 
employe. 


Flexible Way to Raise Wages 


Restrictions on cash-distribution plans 


were lifted to a large extent after the end 
of the war. Interest in profit sharing con- 
tinued on a high level, but the emphasis 
on their purpose again shifted. As a result 
of widespread union agitation for higher 
wage rates, profit sharing was advanced as 
one means of meeting these demands 
without saddling the company with a per- 
manent increase in labor costs. Several 
well-publicized profit-sharing plans gave 
added stimulus to the movement. 


In a survey madé by the Conference 
Board in 1946, profit-sharing plans which 
included all employes were found in 401 
out of 3498 establishments, or 11,5 per cent. 
Compared with a survey made in 1939, the 
proportion of companies with such plans 
had more than doubled. While the com- 
panies were not identical in the two sur- 
veys, the increase seems sufficiently large 
to indicate a trend.

CELLER 1S ‘IN ERROR’. 


Metropolitan ‘ Life President 
Calls Democrat’s Charges 
‘Fantastic.’ 


NEW YORK. Dec. 4 (AP)—The 
head of the nation’s largest life 
insurance company said yesterday 


the criticisms of insurance com- 
panies by Representative Celler 
(Dem.), New York, were “mostly 
without too much accuracy.” 

Leroy A. Lincoln, president of 
the Metropolitan~ Life Insurance 
Co. and of the Life Insurance 
Association of America, commeni- 
ed on the Washington statements 
of Celler, who said he wants a 
“full investigation” of insurance 
firms. ; 

The aim of the investigation, 
Celler said, is to “curb their pow- 
ers.” 

Lincoln referred to Celler’s state- 
ment that in 10 years insurance 
companies have increased their 
assets 1000 per cent. 

“This is a fantastic figure,” Lin- 
coln saix. “The actual figure is 
less than 100 per cent.” 

“He speaks of the assets of in- 
surance companies as exceeding 
the assets of the Federal Reserve 
Bank,” Lincoln added. 

“That may well be if he counts 
all the assets of all 54° life instr- 
ance companies. Since these as- 
Sets represent the equities in life 
insurance of 75,000,000 Americans, 
this should not be surprising.” 

Lincoln said Celler was in error 
in estimating the annual income 
of five of the largest insurance 
firms in the New York area at 
more than five billion dollars. The 
income, including investment in- 


come, is about nine billions, Lin- 
coln said.

CIO-AFL Dispute Prevents 
Resumption of Work—Load- 
. ing a at Issue. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 4 (UP) 
~—A jurisdictional dispute between 
the CIO longshore unions and the 
AFL Sailors Union of the Pacific 
appeared today to be preventing 
waterfront work despite the end 
of the 93-day West Coast mari- 
time strike. 


Matson Navigation Co., the only 
shipper to order longshoremen to 
work after the long strike was 
settled, canceled its orders for 19 
stevedore gangs. Eight of the 
gangs reported for work last night 
but were sent home without touch- 
ing any cargo, according to water- 
front sources. 

No official explanation for the 
action was forthcoming, but it was 
assumed that the hitch had to do 
with the SUP demand for settle- 
ment of a jurisdictional dispute 
with regard to the handling of 
cargoes on steam schooners. 

The SUP, which is not on strike, 
has said it would refuse to man 
ships until they receive a guar- 
antee that it would be allowed to 
work cargoes on coastwise ships 
to Alaska. 

A spokesman for the CIO In- 
ternational Longshoremen and 
Warehousemen’s Union said that 
as far as the striking maritime 
unions were concerned “the strike 
is over.” He added that the dis- 
pute by Harry Lundeberg of the 
SUP was “of his own manufac- 
ture.” 

“The wording of the contract 
with regard to steam schooners 
is the same as it was on June 
15, the date when the previous 
contract expired,” the ILWU 
spokesman said. “The SUP is not 
on strike and has a clause in its 
contract forbidding a strike before 
Sept. 30.” 


New CIO Wage Demand on At- 
lantic, Gulf Coasts.

MAYOR APPEALS

In a proclamation designating 
next week as “Diabetes Week” in 
St. Louis, Mayor Aloys P. Kauf- 
mann yesterday urged public co- 
operation in the case-finding drive. 

It has been estimated that 12,000 
persons in St. Louis and St. Louis 
county have diabetes without 
knowing it. Free diagnostic tests 
will be offered during the six days 
of the campaign, with 350 drug 
stores distributing urine specimen 
bottles. These are to be returned 
to the same stores, and the results 
of tests for sugar will be mailed 
to the individuals concerned. 

Everyone who is overweight, 
who is over 40 years old or who 
has diabetic relatives is specially 
urged to take the test. The St. 
Louis Diabetes Society has empha- 
sized that a person may have dia- 
betes, yet have few or not sug- 
gestive symptoms.

NORWICH, Conn., Dec. 4 (AP)

Wilfred Chabotte was charged 
with criminal negligence in the 
death of Fred St. Lawrence last 
Dec. 14. Coroner Charles W. Cas- 
sidy, whose finding of criminal

Message to Garry Davis Says 
U.N. Has Proved ‘Regret- 
tably Insufficient. 


PARIS, Dec. 4 (AP)—Garry Da- 
vis, self-styled world citizen, said 
last night he had received a tele- 
gram of support from Prof. Albert 


Einstein and a message of. eri- 
couragement from Sir John Boyd 
Orr, former head of the United 
Nations Food and Agricultyre Or- 
ganization. 

The Einstein message, he said, 
Was a greeting to a mass meeting 
of Davis and his followers,* who 


are pleading for a world federal. 


government and have made repre- 
sentations to the United Nations. 
Davis, a wartime United States 
Army pilot and son of Orchestra 
Leader Meyer Davis, gave up his 
American citizenship here several 
months ago. 


The Einstein message as made. 


public by Davis: 

“T am eager to express to the 
young war veteran Davis my rec- 
ognition of the sacrifice he has 
made for the well-being of hu- 
manity. In voluntarily giving up 
his citizenship rights he has made 
out of himself a displaced person 
in order to fight for the natural 
right of those who are mute evi- 
dence of the low moral level of 
our time. 

“The worst kind of slavery which 
burdens the people of our time 
is the militarization of the péople, 
but this militarization results from 
the fear of new mass-destruction 
in threatening world war. The 
well intended effort to master this 
situation by the creation of the 
United Nations has shown itself 
regrettably insufficient. 

“A  supra-national institution 
must have sufficient powers ana 
independence if it is to solve the 
problem of international security. 
Neither can one nor has one the 
right to leave the taking of such 
a decisive step entirely to ths 
initiative of the governments. Only 
the unbendable will of the people 
can free the forces which are nec- 
essary for such a radical break 
with old and outlived traditions in 
politics. I greet this assembly as 
a serious effort to serve the most 
important mission of our gener- 
ation.”

The evidence 
points to the following conclusions: The aver- 
age television family is composed of 3.3 persons 
but, since they invite people in for drinks at 
least three times a week, the average audience 
of the average set is five persons. The family 
has owned its set from four to 12 months, and 
use it more than 24 hours a week. Their theater 
attendance dwindles sharply and their radio 
listening stops almost entirely except when there 
isn’t anything on the television set. 
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THE VIDEO VETERANS—that is. those who 
had owned sets at least six months—were re- 
cently polled by “Variety” on what sort of pro- 
grams now on the air they liked and those they 
didn’t. Vaudeville or variety came in way ahead 
of all else with sports events running a bad 
second and drama running a close third. The 
video owners also liked movies. They showed 
little enthusiasm for news, children’s programs, 
quiz shows, musical shows, cooking shows, or— 
and this will pain the educators—education. If 
he had his way, the set owner would like, in 
order of preference, better movies, topflight 
radio comedians, the best Broadway plays, and 
better comedy and vaudeville shows. 

Most popular television show on the air at 
the moment is the Texaco Star Theater with 
Milton Berle, which last week got a Hooperating 
of 86.7, an all-time record for either radio or 
television. (President Roosevelt with the pre- 
vious high got 79 in his war message Dec. 9, 
1941.) Texaco set another awe-inspiring record 
when 100 per cent of the polled listeners cor- 
rectly identified the sponsor, the first time such 
a thing has ever happened. . 


. * * 


AS OF ABOUT NOW, there are 548 adver- 
tisers sponsoring television programs, an in- 
crease Of 367 since January. Despite their assist- 
ance all television stations still are in the red. 

Television is the only industry whose owners 
boast how much money they lose, a sum which 
ranges as high as $25,000 a week for big New 
York stations. Besides inheriting many of the 
soap and cigarette companies who now adver- 
tise in radio, television has acquired many (38 
per cent) advertisers who don’t use radio, not- 
ably clothing manufacturers and stores, auto- 
mobile dealers, and appliance dealers whose 
product needs to be seen to be appreciated. 

By January the American Telephone & Tele- 
graph Co.’s coaxial cable will link the East and 
Mid-West linking 17 of the largest cities in the 
country with a potential television audience for 
a single broadcast of 40,000,000. This has already 
led to hopeless confusion, Five networks— 
N.B.C., C.B.S., Dumont, A.B.C. and the team of 
W.P.LX. in New York and W.G.N. in Chicago 
—have asked fof allocations on a single line 
that can’t handle all of them at once. The five 
networks tried to iron out the conflict at a 
recent meeting, got nowhere and threw the 
problem into AT&T's lap, where it now resides. 


* * * 


PROSPECTS OF GETTING a coaxial cable 
very far beyond the Mississippi in the near fu- 
ture are dim. The west coast won't be included 
until at least 1952 and probably not by then. 
However, Western Union’s new microwave relay 
system by which 10 television broadcasts can be 
relayed 40 to 50 miles simultaneously offers a 
ray of hope for the Pacific coast. 

New York is miles ahead of Hollywood and all 
other cities in video programming and, as in 
radio, there is a feast Sunday nights and pretty 
close to a famine all other nights. Among the 
high-budgeted and generally excellent programs 
available within three hours Sunday nights are 
the Theater Guild, Philco Television Playhouse, 
C.B.S.’s hour-long variety show “Toast of the 
Town,” the Ford Theater, Studio One, and 
Actors’ Studio—along with such non-dramatic 
shows as “Author Meets the Critics” and “Meet 
the Press.”

SINCE NO OTHER SPOT, including Hollywood, 
is nearly as active in live television drama, many 
of Hollywood’s brighter names are making pil- 
grimages to New York to take a fling at the 
medium in which their future may lay. Among 
those who have or will appear this season on 
television dramas are Ingrid Bergman, Dorothy 
McGuire, Marlene Dietrich, Van Heflin, Van 
Johnson, Paul Muni, Edward G. Robinson, Wal- 
ter Pidgeon, Burt Lancaster, Katharine Hep- 


burn, Pat O’Brien, Margaret Sullavan, Paulette 
Goddard, Irene Dunne, Walter Huston, Rex Har- 


rison and Joan Fontaine. 

A year ago, some of the brightest names of 
Hollywood could be lured on television for 
nothing, simply for the experience. Today with 
competition for stars getting hotter and hotter 
between the big New York dramatic programs, 
guest fees have reached as high as $6000 for a 
single appearance, a figure which compares very 
favorably with the highest in radio,

PARIS, Friday. 

S I told you, we on Committee 
Ax 3 finished all the articles 
for the Declaration of Human 
Rights on Tuesday, but it was by 
dint of working until 10 minutes 
to 1 Thursday morning that the 
committee finished the preamble. 
The Argentine delegate suc- 
ceeded in getting his resolution 


through this late session. He Was - 
‘most, anxious that Argentina’s 


proposal for old-age care should 
be transmitted to the Economic 
and Social Council for study, This 
has been done, and I hope that 
group will refer it to the Social 
Commission, since this should 
bear some relation to ‘existing 
plans for old-age care that have 
been tried out already in ether 
countries. If it is to be a United 
Nations proposal it surely should 
have a universal character and 
embody the rest of everybody’s 
experience throughout the world 
and be applicable in all countries 
even if in a somewhat modified 
form. 

The whole idea had been pro- 
posed by the wife of the President 
of Argentina, Madame Peron, who 
even made a plea over the radio 


to the U.N. in favor of her sug- 


gestion. 

Three meetings of the subcom- 
mittee on rearrangement and 
style were held yesterday with 11 
delegates present. Work prog- 
ressed' extremely slow even though 
we only were supposed to make 
changes in style that seemed ap- 
propriate. 

For some strange reason the 
Soviet Union changed its delegate, 
and Mr. Bogomolov, who is the 
Russian ambassador to France, 
has replaced Mr. Pavlov. It is 
very difficult for a delegate who 
has not carried on the work on a 
special subject to take it up near 
the end of a session in this way, 
but it also ig hard on the commit; 
tee, since there must of necessity 
be more delay. 

One would admire the Soviet 
persistence in sticking to their 
point if it were not for the fact 
that so often the point is not 
worth sticking to. I have come 
to this conclusion often when any- 
thing is being translated into 
Russian. For instance, we spent 
hours yesterday arguing as to the 
proper place in a category of sub- 
jects to place certain words. The 
place really had no significance 
in the English language, but evi- 


dently the Soviet delegate felt that © 


in moving those words We were 
changing the sense and making 
them less meaningful. He fought 
to have them kept in the original 
spot, until he finally was voted 
down. Even then he threatened 
to take it up in the whole com-

mittee, telling us he would make 
a speech of eight hours on the 
particular place those words 
should be. I repeat, in English 
it made no difference at all in the 
meaning—all it did was to make 
the reading smoother. 

Another amusing argument took 
place over an early article, which 
said: “Every human being...” 
Since many articles up to that 
point began “Everyone ...” or, 
“No one...” the English-speak- 
ing members contended that the 
declaration would read better if 
wherever we spoke about “all peo- 
ple” or “every human being” or 
“every individual” we made it uni- 
form and said “everyone” in each 
case, 

The Cuban delegate contended 
that it should be “every human 
being” in this particular article 
because that implied unborn ba- 
bies, whereas “everyone” did not 
have the same meaning. This sud- 
den explanation evidently com- 
pletely surprised the British dele- 
gate, but I was even more amused 
when the Russian delegate said 
that we had better maintain 
“every human being” since we 
must do no harm to expectant 
mothers. ,

Choose five or six and have them 
delicious and lovely. Standing 
them in the refrigerator causes the 
surfaces of pickles, olives, etc., to 
dry off and look dull, To prevent 
this, dip a few folds of paper tow- 
éeling in the juice of the respective 
foods and lay over these foods 
arranged in the dish. This keeps 
the faces moist and tasting 
naturally. When serving time 
comes, lift off papers and discard. 

Sometimes the most delicious of 
pickled fruit like peaches have an 
uninteresting color. You can start 
improving the appearance of such 
Pickles two or three weeks before 
the intended meal. Drain off most 
of the sirup and add enough green 
or yellow coloring to give a deep, 
rich. color. Stir well and pour 
back over pickles. Seal, and store 
in original place. Observe now 
and then to see if fruit is absorb- 
ing enough color, and if it seems 
insufficient, add a little more. 
Since pickling sirups differ so, it 
is impossible to advise the amount 
of color to use. Attractive green 
or yellow peach pickles will de- 
mand attention and they will be 
as delightful to the palate as ever. 

And now and then to keep the 
family and guests guessing about 
your offering of relishes, add 
something different to the dish 
such as pickled prunes or figs, or 
instead of celery, use strips of 
snow-white crisp celery cabbage or 
waffle slices of white turnip or 
rutabaga. There is no end to 
change which keeps up family and 
guest interest in your food. 

Spiced Pickied Figs. ° 

One pound dried figs, . three- 
fourths cup vinegar, one-fourth 
cup water from figs, one-half cup 
sugar, one-half teaspoon cloves, 
one-half stick cinnamon. 

Choose whole figs to make this 
spiced fr Wash quickly through 
cold water. Cover with one and 
one-half cups boiling water, cover. 
and let stand overnight. . Next 
morning drain off liquid. There 
should be one-fourth cup. If not, 
add water to make.one-fourth cup, 


Put vinegar, fig water, sugar and. 


spices_into saucepan (3 qt.), heat 
to boiling. Puncture soft soaked 
figs once or twice with a fork 
and put them into hot syurp. Sim- 
mer about 15 minutes. Remove 
from heat, cover, cool, and let 
stand in a cool place three or four 
days before serving. Serve pickled 
figs with any cold sliced meat or 
hot meat. The liquid left over 
may be strained and made into 
an aspic by adding one tablespoon 
gelatin to each three-fourths cup 
liquid. The aspic is also delicious 
as a salad base or serve with meat.

HE average bridge player 
T throws away thousands of 

points weekly, not only by 
making outright errors, but by 
failing to make the better of two

West led his fourth - highest 
heart—the approved lead—and 
East won with the ace. East re- 
turned a diamond. South played 
the jack and West won with the 
queen, Now, with two tricks home, 
West could not be blamed for 
playing as surely as possible to 
set the contract—never mind how 
much, Feeling (as he explained 
later) that another underlead of 
the heart king might find South, 
not Hast, with the queen, West 
laid down his heart king, and 
after that he could take only the 
club ace.. So the four-spade con- 
tract was defeated only one trick, 
200 points.

Here are a few unpublished 
gems we found the other day in 
an old trunk in the attic. 

A swell filler for Bray ge - up 
small holes and cracks in wood 
can be made just by mixing saw- 
dust and wood glue. If you want 
to do a really neat job, get hold 
of some sawdust made of the 
same wood that is to be patched. 

You can keep chromium plated 
fixtures which are exposed to the 
salt air from rusting by washing 
them clean and giving them a 
coat of wax. The wax should be 
renewed from time to time. 

Leaks in basements at the seam 
between the wall and floor can 
usually be fixed by cuttihg out 
the seam with a chisel so that a 
V ig formed and then packing it 


| with cement mortar or tar. 


If there are any sticking win- 
dows, doors or bureau drawers 
about the house now is the time 
to take care of them. The idea 
is that after the heating system 
has been on for a few weeks any 
moisture in the wood will have 
been removed and the wood will 
have shrunk back to its normal 
size.
